them if we will only make an hon- 
est effort. We should select a 
piece of fresh soil down near the 
branch and it would be even bet- 
ter if we would clear up a small 
piece of fresh soil for our chew- 
ing cane. This patch should be 
broken up with a scooter and it} 
should be broken up both ways. 
After the patch has been broken 
up thoroughly it should be laid 
off in five-foot rows and each row} 
should be thrown out as deep as 
ix possible. All roots and stumps 
should be dug out of the rows and 
the cane should be put down deep 
in the ground, It would be even 
better if you would bed the rows 
out and then re-bed them, It 
would also be still better if you 
would follow each steel beam fur- 
row with a five-inch shovel which 
is being pulled by the strongest 
mule on the farm, This deep 
breaking will do more to produce 
fine cane than will anything else 
you might do. Well, after your 
rows are ready your cane should 
be cut into short pieces, I prefer 
having only three eyes to each 
piece of cane. Be sure to use a 
sharp knife in cutting your cane 
up. An axe or hatchet bruises 
the cane and it will sour if the

Alabama Power President Announces 
$3,700,000 Improvement Program 


1,006 Miles Of New Rural Line, To Serve 4,500 Addi- 
tional Customers, Included 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala,—(Speci: 
Board of Directors of Alabama Power Company, Thomas W. Martin, 
president, issued the following statement; 


“Alabama Power Company budgets for 1937 indicate anticipated 
expenditures of more than $3,700,000 for additions and betterments. 
This construction budget of $3,700,000 could easily be increased to 
$7,000,000 or $8,000,000 if the threat of subsidized government com- 
petition of the TVA were removed, 
sible for the company to raise needed capital in the open market,” Mr. 
Martin said. ‘‘Because of this difficulty, we are being forced to trim our 
expenditures to the bone and spend on new construction and expansion 
of facilities only what is actually necessary to maintain a high effici- 


ency of service.” 

It was pointed out by Mr. Martin 
that the Northern subsidiaries of 
Commonwealth and Southern had 
been able to make substantial sav- 
ings in interest through refunding 
operations. “If the government 
competitive threat was removed we 
eould do as well as other companies 
in the system and save about $1, 
900,000 a year in interest charges,” 
he added. “This saving could be 
passed on to customers, thereby 
lowering electric rates materially. 


“In the interest of public service, 
security holders and employees of 
the private utilities, the T. V. A. 
problem should be settled at an 
early date,” Mr. Martin declared. 
He expressed the belief that the 
Southeastern power pool, which has 
received emphasis from President 
Roosevelt, could be worked out for 
mutual benefit. “Our company will 
join with other utilities in co 
operating with the government in 
perfecting such an arrangement,” 
Mr. Martin declared. 


Of the total amount, approxi- 
mately 2) million dollars will be 
spent for the extension and im- 
provement of the distribution sys- 
tems of the Company threughout 
the State. Included in this item 
are 1,000 miles of new rural line, 
to serve approximately 4,500 addi- 
tional customers, It is estimated 
that 6,650 new rural customers 
will be added to existing and new 
lines during 1937. It is expected

PREPARE LAND NOW 
FOR SETTING KUDZU 
AUBURN, Ala, Farmers who 
are planning to plant kudzu for 
erosion control this year should 
make plans now for breaking the 
several weeks before plant- 
ing is to be done, according to 
KR, Y. Bailey, regional agronomist 
of the Soil Conservation Service, 
and J, C, Lowery, agronomist of 
the Alabama Extension Service, 

If time does not permit the 
breaking of the entire area, a strip 
at least five feet wide along each 
row should be thoroughly broken 
before planting and the strip be- 
tween rows should be broken as 
soon after planting as possible, 
It is advisable to plant a culti- 
vated row crop between the kudzu 
rows the first year to insure cul- 
tivation, 

“Rows should be laid off 10 or 
15 feet apart with a middle buster 
or a pair of wings that will make 
deep furrows,” they explain, “Drill 
in a liberal application of stable 
manure, if available, and approxi- 
mately 200 pounds of superphos- 


}phate per acre in the furrows and

Hundreds of towns 
and cilies in nearly a dozen States 
have been affected by the tood 
waters and many of these have 
been entively submerged for sev- 
eval days. Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
Louisvilie, Ky., are the two largest

The relief forces of the entire 
country, including Federal, State, 
county and local organizations, 
have swung into action in an ef- 
fort to save the lives of the peo- 
ple in the flood areas.

Eddying waters spread over ar 
area of more than one million 
acres, taking a toll of at least 125 
known dead, driving 550,000 frora 
their homes, and leaving many 
thousands more marooned in pre- 
carious straits. 

Whole towns and villages show- 
ed only their roof tops. 

Property damage was estimat- 
ed at hundreds of millions and on 
every side from city officials and 
army engineers came the warning, 
“The worst is yet to come.” 

Wholesale evacuation of towns 
in Tennessee, Western Kentucky, 
Southeastern Missouri, Arkansas 
and Mississippi signaled the great- 
est mass exodus in history. 

“A super-flood is on its way,” 
came the grim warning from Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Eugene Reynolds, 
district chief of the United States 
army engineers at Memphis. 

Reynolds predicted the stages 
along the Mississippi River would 
be at least 10 feet higher than 
records set in the tragedies of 
1913 and 1927,
